Assumptions Used in Arriving at Fiscal Estimate

This bill makes several changes to the criminal statutes regarding human trafficking. In addition, the bill adds
the offense of strangulation to the definition of a domestic abuse offense for the purpose of keeping
confidential the victim's personal information on certain voting documents.

This bill is not anticipated to have an impact on the services provided by the Department or local agencies'
programs supported by the Department. Therefore, it should have no fiscal impact on the Department.
